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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on December 20, 2004 has been considered and an action on the 
merits follows. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7- 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Regarding claims 7-9, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "having 
telescoping (elm. 7), hydraulic power (elm. 7, line 7), housing (elm. 8, line 11; elm. 9, line 1 1), 
hydraulic (elm. 8, line 13,19; elm. 9, line 1 1)" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a 
claim element as a means for performing a specified function. However, since no function is 
specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the 
element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 1 59 USPQ 694 
(Bd. App. 1967). 

Examiner suggests -means for telescoping. . . hydraulic means for powering. . . , means for 
housing...— 

Additionally, regarding claims 8 and 9, there is insufficient antecedent basis for the term, 
"said motorized vehicle", lines 19 and 17 respectively. Examiner suggests, —said mobile 
vehicle- 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Edwards 
(6 3 085,505) in view of. Edwards discloses a mobile cutting apparatus comprising a mobile 
vehicle (fig. 1) having a pivotally mounted forward elongated boom (10) at its forward end; a 
remote controlled saw (26) mounted at the forward outer end of the boom (fig. 1) hydraulic 
piston and cylinder means (5) to raise and lower the boom about its pivotal mounting (6) to the 
vehicle, said boom (10) having means for telescoping the boom (col. 3, line 14), said saw being 
rotatably mounted to the outer end of the boom to rotate coaxially of the length of the boom, said 
saw being pivotally mounted (18), whereby the saw may be manipulated to different positions be 
varying the position and length of the boom and by rotating the saw coaxially and raised an 
lowered (18) about its pivot to place the saw indifferent positions for various cutting objects. 
Edwards does not disclose and elongated chain saw or hydraulic means for power the saw. 
Seigneur teaches in a similar art, the use of a hydraulically (70) elongated chain saw (22) that is 
pivotally mounted (fig. 1) to a boom (10) apparatus for cutting sawing a tree/stump. Because the 
references are from a similar art it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art to replace, Edwards, linear rotatable cutting blades with an elongated saw for continual 
contact with the work piece (i.e, tree) and efficient cutting as taught by Seigneur. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) 
of rejection.
